— Chllapa, ft, 
town or 15,000 inhabitants In tho stato 
of Guerrero, Im.s been slialsen l)y an 
earthquake uml burned. Tim .sUucK-h, 
two number, occurred early In^t 
evening, and -were followed by llro.s 
which origlniitinfr in a dozen places 
liinuncr tlio tumbling buildlnKti, !ini\ 
joined 111 a conllaRration that .swci)t 
tlie town. Only nu'iifjre fact.s of tlie 
dLsaster an^ known licre, and wliat 
hay been learned has dribbled out from 
a half dozen .sources, more or less 
authoritative. The lo.s.s of lit'e, if any, 
aa well a.s tho monetary extent of the 
property damaged, is problematical, 
and continued cffort.s to Raugo tho 
cata.stroplic have been futile tonight. 
Teiegrapli communication with CMiilapa 
was severed and the town is two day.s 
by horseback from the neijirest rail- 
way station. Couriers liave been des- 
patched to Cliila[)a from Cliilpanclngo, 
some -ICl miles dlrftant, and it is pre- 
sumed that mossongors for relief were 
fiont from tho burned city early today, 
and possibly ImmedlateJy ■following 
the earthquake. Jast night. The re- 
ports that " have; 'reached horo agree 
that tho town was' destroyed by the 
shocks and lire, and that the people 
nod from tho place in terror. 

Totally Destroyed 

El Parcial, the governmont organ, 
today received a. despatch from it.s 
correspondent from Chilipanclngo, 
saying tlir. t tho town of Chllapa, 
thirty miles from tliat place, was 
totally destroyed by tlio quake, and 
that tho lire in the ruins completed tho 
work of destruction. Tlie jieople of 
tho town are terrorized, and many are

Several hours later the .same cor- 
respondent sent tlie following des- 
patch: "Later returns conllnn my llr.st 
telegram. ChilUpa has been shaken to 
the earth and reduced to ashes. I 
avoid tlio sending of details." 

Thi.s correspondent l.s the sole one 
working near the .scene. The Associat- 
ed Press unavailingly tried through- 
out the day to confirm tho now.-! of 
tho total destruction of tho town by 
eartliquake and lire. Chllapa has a 
population of 15,000 persons, and is 
the largest town in tho state of Guer- 
rero. To roach this place from iMexIco 
City it is necos.^ary to travel one day 
bv train and then four days over a 
rough mountain trail on horseback. 
Telegraphic con-municatioji hqis not 
boon interrupted witli Chllapa, but 
(illlcer.s of the place have not as yet 
an.iwercd telegrams of Inftuiry sent 
to them. The various government de- 
partments and officers at the national 
observatory satd that no report ot tlio 
destruction of tho city had been re- 
ceived by them. Neither had rcport.s 
of any other nature been received 
from there. 

Report.s coming in from various 
points in tho republic show that the 
quake was felt over a wldo area, but 
In no place, with the posalblo excep- 
tion of Chllapa, was there ony con- 
siderable 10.38 Of property or life. 

.. Panic at Vera Cpu2 Theatre. 

:Mrs. ]-:mma Jeannette DorvHle, an 
American dropped dead of heart dis- 
ease last night in tho TIburltIo the- 
atre, in Vera, Cruz, during a panic 
which followed tho eartliquake. News 
of the panic reached Mexico City to- 
night. Whon the qual<e w.-is felt tlie 
audience ruHhed for tlir exits, and 
nianv persons we-re s.-verely bruised, 
but "none seriously injured. During 
the crush Mrs. Dorvllle dropped dead. 

A gendarme was killed, fifteen per- 
sons slightiv hurt and one was fatally 
injured in Mexico City last night by 
falling beams and walls-. All were 
worlimen.

DEPARTMENTS IN MUDDLE 



Report May Cause Session of 
Parliament to Be Pro- 
longed 



-'' Washington, March 27.— The Aldrlch 
ciirrenOy bill was passed by the U.S. 
.senate todav by a vote of -12 to IG, in 
the main a party vote. Proviou.s to the 
taking of the vote on the Aldrlch bill, 
a vote was taken on the Bailey sub- 
stitute, authorizing the government 
Instci'd of national banks to Issue the 
emergency circulation for which the 
bill provides. The vote on the sub- 
stitute stood 'i- to 12, and this vote 
was entirely partisan, even Senator 
La Folletto . casting his vote with tlie 
Republicans. The bill has been bef 01*0 
the senate siriCe-January 0. Tho vote 
was hot reached until after G p.m., and 
the' galleries were practically empty. 

An interesting feature of tho passage 
of tho bill was a repetition by Mr. 
Aldrlch of hia promise to bring in a 
bill for an investigation of the entire 
banking system of the couiitr\-, with a 
view to iiistituting reforms. 

As passed, the bill provides for no 
more than $500,000,000 of emergency 
currency to bo issu(.'d to National 
banks upon deijosit by them of state, 
county and municipal bonds to be ap- 
proved ijy tlie secretary ot tlie treas- 
ury. The currency is 10 be issued 
witii .a view of securing an equitable 
distribution of the currency over tho 
United States, and in accordance with 
till! unimpaired capital and surplus of 
banks in each staje. Banks aro to 
pay for this emergency circulation one- 
lialf -of one per cent, a month during 
the lirst four months It Is circulated, 
and afterwards three-(iuarters of one 
per C'-nt, a month. 

The Bill provides that national banks 
shall pay not less than one iier cent, 
on governniont funds deposited with 
them. As amended today tho bill car- 
ries an important eiiange in the bank- 
ing law relating to banking reserves. 
Tlie .-imendineiit jirovides that of the 
15 per cent reserve required to bo kept 
by banks nut in reserve cities, four 
llftlis is to bo kept in the vaults of 
tlio banks, and of that amount ono- 
tliird in tlie form Of securities of the 
kind required. 

At tile instance of :\Ir. LaFollotte, 
an amendment ^vas .-ulopted prohibit- 
ing any -"ational bank from investing 
Its funds In stocks or other securities 
of a coriioration, tlie olilcers or di- 
rectors of which aro olllcera or direc- 
tors of the bank, and ju'ovidlng a pen- 
alty of imprisonment o£ from ono to 
five years, 

Tho proposition to, Insert a provision 
for a government guarantee of deposits 
In national bainits was the subject of 
an extended debate, and was defeated 
by a vote- of 11 to 4G. ^most of the 
Democrats voting against tho projios- 
ed amendment. An amendment by 
Mr. LaFolletto to punish by om^ to live 
years' Imprisonment any falsilication 
In bank securities was adopted, but 
was protested against ^by Senator 
Knox as already provided for by exist- 
ing laws.

A. St. CleorKO Uowly, both well known 
local men, wlio liaye been minlnp for 
sonic time in the northern British 
Columbia district were eiisaged with a 
eomiHuilon named Ander.soti In drltting 
operations on their claim on Spruce 
creek when the .I'ntal accident occur- 
red on 'Wednesday oyenlng. 

A. Elliott, of the B.^.A. at Vancou- 
ver, who was among the passengers of 
the st6U'nior ':prlncess,Royal.,yestorday 
from. VnncouVer;>,haa rdcelyedVa tele- 
gram froni His brother a"sHort time be- 
fore the .accident stating that he and 
Bouiy had made a good strike on their 
claim and asklapr lilin to Join them in 
tlip north. .Soon afterwards he received 
news of tlie fatality. 'l"he unfortunate 
men liad a boneli claim on Spr\u:o 
L-reel< and when tlicy were drifting wltli 
iiardly a .second's v.'arnirig, they were 
entombc'd by a heavy cave-in. A'nder- 
s(ni made his escape and gave the 
alarm. A large force of rescuers im- 
mediately set to work In the hope of 
protting the imprisoned men out, but. 
liiiccesslvo cave-lna and sloughs Im- 
peded their efforts and rendered the 
task of rescue extremely hazardou.s. 
After an hour's hard work the i-escuers 
got in communication with Elliott at 
10 ii'einek on Wednesday nifjbt, but 
further sbjuKhhiK again ensued, cn- 
i.'losinK the doomed men in further 
in.-i.s.scs of dirt. 

Oil Thursday afternoon the rescuers 
expo.sed portions of Elliott'^ body, l)Ut 
up to a late hour on Thin-sday night 
they had not succeeded in getting tiic 
victims out. 

There l.s no doubt in the mind.s of 
the roscuor.s that both men met death 
In the heavy fall of dirt which occur- 
red on Wednesday nigrht, when com- 
munication was . lost with Elliott, but 
work will be vigorously pushed until 
the bodies are recovered. 

Botli Elliott and J3owly were well 
known in Victoria. Tlie latter was 
aliout six >-e;irs afio teller of the Bank 
of British North America In this city, 
and left that position to become clerk 
of t)ie Victoria hotel. He was a rela- 
tive of A. St. George UammcrHley, 
former eity .solicitor of Vancouver. 
During; the South African war, Bowly 
served lir.st a.s a iirivate, then as an 
oflicer with an ICngllsh regiment. He 
was a young man, about 26 or 27 years 
of age, and a native of Essex; Eng- 
land.

OF MEXICAN RAILROAD 



Exciting Experience of Passenger Who 
Returned From Visit By the 
Steamer Lonsdale 

E. D. Boucher, who was among the 
passengers who returned from iMexlco 
by tin:- Kieamer Bonsdalc, tcil.s of an 
exciting exj)erienc>: he had on a train 
near the Tehuantapee Isthmus. "Eight 
brigands came Into the ca,v in a very 
excited state and got into an argu- 
ment with some Japanese, Chinese and 
Mexicans," ho related.,^, VTbey went 
past their, idestinatldhy and /Avhen tlic 
conductor iiskod them fcir the excess 
faro Liiey refused to pay it. On every 
train In Mexico , three or four police- 
men are carried, and, Hlraiigoly enough, 
tliese police are recruited from the 
same people who become brigands. On 
this occasion, as .soon a.s tlio two po- 
licemen a|)peared at the door.s of the 
car the brigands comlnenceil shooting, 
and all the other pas'nengers dropped to 
the floor and crawled to the other car. 
The poilcenicfi sprajq^.for.ttho bad nieu 
and ■ dl8arm|d}*th«aft ;.wltK^\Vyronderf ul 
ease, and' It '"was ono of 'tlie smartest 
bits of worlc I havo seen. 

"I saw a bullfight while at Mexico 
City .and it was a most aavugo affair, 
and perhaps an indication of the nt.- 
lional character. I''our bulls were 
Icllled and twelve hor.ses disembowled, 
and the excitement of the spectators 
was something appalling. They seemed 
lost to everything but the lust for 
bloud. 

"I'Vir any <uie fond of research, 
Mexico is worth visiting, I'or the old 
ruins of the ancient civilization of tiie 
Aztecs are moat instructive. Of course, 
tue country Isl befd^nlng modernized, 
but even yet the cuatoms of the towns 
vary widely, as fifty years ago there 
w.as little or no communication be- 
tween the resiieetlve districts. 

"The churches are wonderfully en- 
richeii with gold and silver, and the 
selhl gold and silver decoration in the 
hundreds ol churches must be worth 
untold wealtli. It is known, of course, 
that the Aztecs worked the mines and 
every year atienipts are made to lo- 
cate the mines from wliieh tlioso an- 
cient peoi)le obtained their vast stores 
of preciou.s metal. The prospectors in 
cortan tjlstricts, however, are up 
against- a,.hard proposition, for they 
dare not venture very far afield on 
account of the marauding Yatiul In- 
dians."

The proviuci.il government has ox- 
pressed its objection to paying the 
amount assosaed against It, near Govi 
ernment House, somewhere tin t^e 
neierhborbnod of 1600. The by-law prb- 
vldlng for the assessing of the prop- 
erty owners and the prnseeutlon of the 
work was recently passed by the coun- 
cil, but this latest development may 
result In the work being held up. Tlie 
matter came up for coiiLMdcration be- 
fore the streets, bridges and sewers 
committee at the regular woeltly meet- 
ing of that body, held- last evening, 
hut nothing deflntte- was done In .re- 
gard thereto. 

The committee will again confer 
with Andrew Gra.v, contractor for the 
creosote plant, against whom the city 
decidedly recently to enforce a pen- 
alty of $250 for. the delay In the. com- 
pletion of the plant. Under the terms 
of the contract, Jlr. Gray could be 
penalized to thu extent of about $1,000, 
but the council decided that the sum 
of v2u0 would be held liack out of tlu;

'J'iie by-law to i:iisc 
S.^i-bOOO for the latter plant has already 
been passed by tlie ratepayers, but it 
is now felt that the incinerator plant, 
while costing a large amount, would 
not adetiuately meet the demands 
which, as the city grows in populaiion, 
would be put upon it. The sjow sys- 
tem would cost but a small fraction of 
that of the Incinerator, A tug can bo 
purchased for $8,000 and two scows 
will co.st about $2,000 each, while tho 
other necessary outlays In connection 
witli the colieetlon and disposal of the 
garbage would be. It Is said, compara- 
tlvidy llglit. 

The aui'-iunt of iniproviuiieiit \V(irk 
pa:-:sial uiioii iv:is .small; a few iiunor 
matters being dealt with. .\ ecineui 
sidewalk will be laid on the .^miui 
side of King's road from Fiisi siioei 
to Quadra street.

-S. Goodman, secretary of the In- 
ternalional committee for Bible study 
of the Y,:m.C.A., spoke on "A Timely 
Policy in Bible Study" at the Y.M.C..A. 
rooms last night. In his Introductory 
remarks he refcrretl to llio new spirit 
in tho association of North Ameilca 
and tho rapid growth in Bible classes 
since ,1000. There arc now in the 
clt.v, town and rallroiul aHiioeiiitions 
150,200 dilforont men and boys in Bible 
classes as against 10,000 In 18!)!). 

The tissociations that are forging 
ahead in this campaign are those 
whoso loaders !iro controlled by deep 
convictions regarding the lmi)ortaneo 
of Bible study to the man as an in- 
dividual and as a, member of society. 
The prlnciiile of thorough organization 
and tho use of systematic mothod.s 
was emplnislzed and illustrated by dif- 
ferent associations. 

"In such a eanuiaign," llie speaker 
said; "the prliriary resppnsil)ility for 
growth ana extension must be placed 
on the rank and file of the association 
membership instead of upon clergymen 
and !issocl;ition ofllcials. The laymen 
need to learn to lead classes. Such 
leading Ills them for wide usefulness In 
other dlreeti(ms. Only in tills way can 
tile present deniiinds for lay leadership 
be met." 

Altliough laymen are being pressed 
to the front, there must be no lowering, 
but ratlicr ;l r.'ilsing of the standard 
o|' eflieleiuw. The best liil.ile courses 
are ncLided. and iirovlsion must be 
made for teacher tr:iinlng in every 
modern assoclatlgn. He illustrated and 
enforced the principle of adaptation of 
courses and methods to the types of 
boys and men for which a class was 
organized. He spoke of tho more 
than sixly cour.ses which had been 
outlined by the intern;) lional coiiimit- 
toe ill seeking to w-ork b.v this prin- 
ciiile. The as.soelation should not lie 
contoni: with ;i few classes held in lis 
building, but should seek to extend its 
efforts a.s fa.'-t as openings can be made 
and leaders trained for outlying points. 
Thousands of men ;ire now attending 
such classes in shops, factories, ca- 
booses, shljis, eiigiiu; lioiises, street car 
barns, mines, school houses and other 
feasible places. 

'J'lio entire campaign sliould be car-

The sugKcstloii niado some tunc ago 
by George .lay, chalrnmii .of tho 
sichool board, that the body .should iislc 
tlic council to Kubniit a bylaw aut'ior- 
inlUK the ri'.lsiuf,' of $100,000 for tho 
purpo.Ho of bnildius a now High .seliool 
and thuH allowing of the ;)resont High 
school beiUH; u.sial for a graded scliool 
with iL eiuiHeciiicut great relief In tho 
present conj^e.stion In tho city schools 
wa.s ag.iln debated by tho trustees at 
ii. Hjiuclul meeting of tho board last 
evening. 

■ The majority of tho trustees fojt tliat 
an cxtraordlnar.v expondlturo ofiJlOO,- 
000 would bo too much 16 aak for, 
thai tliorq would 1)0 lUtlo or nq Chance 
tliat the ratopqyorb would consentito 
i^nch a large amount bolng 'spent. Af- 
ter .Hume discussion Trustee McNeill's 
.suggestion that a byUiw bc submitted 
to rai.sc 570,(100 to bo devoted to the 
erecUoii ol ;i ton-room school .soiiK^- 
whero in tlie noriiieru portion of the 
city, to cost aljout $.10,000, and tlie 
piircha.se of two -sltco, one for that 
tchodi ;uid auotlier in tho southern 
ueclion of the city was adopted. 

Cliairmaii .lay nlated tliat in view 
of the fact that tlie city is about to 
Hulmiit .several other money liylaws at 
an early date it would bo wise to re 
iiue.st tliat body to al.so put a. school 
bylaw liefore tho ratepayers. He wa 
strongly of the opinion that tho prop 
er inetliod of relieving tlio oxistln; 
congestion in tho seliools \va.s by the 
erection of a new high school and 
tlie use of tlu! i/resent high school 
for graded work. By so doing tlie 
congestion at tlio central school 
would be relieved and room made for 
additional scliolar.s. 

Too Congested 
At present the high , school is not 
j adequate to meet tho demands put 
upon it. The staff of teacliors in the 
past few years has been increased 
from five to llilrteeii and tlie scholars 
from to liOS with a dally atten 

dance of 2-11. Tiio increase in the 
work bad resulted from tho fact tiiat 
llie .studios in lirst and second year 
arts had l)t"en talccn up resulting in 
an increase in teaching staff and 
scholars and last year a eoinmcrcial 
course hail been added beside draw 
Ing cias.se.s. It had been found neces 
sary to use tho as:icmbly room, teach 
er's room and priiicipal's room as class 
rooms. Tliere are at present no spare 
rooms available and after the holl 
days tliere will be a, l.arge addition 
to the nnnilier of scliolars. More .ac- 
comiii'Jidat ion i.-; imperative and the 
board wbuld ^oon cither have to add 
to tlie present high school acconi 
modation and build another school for 
graded pupils or build a new hi 
school. It vvould not be -desirable to 
add to-, tho present high -ischool 
that would mean tho further cutting 
down of seliool yard accommodation, 

'J'rustcK? IMcNcill wa.s emphatic ii 
stating that liie i)lan proponed by tli 
chairman would not ade(|uatelv. meet 
tho case. The board could not build 
a new high 'school without Incurring 
tho expenditure of , a/dum- of - money 
so large tiiat he felt certain tho rate ' 
payors ^ would jiot authorize it, > It 
would rdqulro at Jeast $10,0,000, per 
haps more. It was, too, a wrong policy 
to concehtrate tho sclioois In one part 
of tho city. . Tho schools should be in. 
.su(!h locations as would permit of thq 
scholars going homo to luncheon' The 
central school grounds are 'not largo 
enough to accunlmodato three largo 
schools. Ho was sure the present high 
school could be made to answer the 
demands put upon it for tho next two 
or three years. A better ciasslllcatlon 
of the scholars would allow of a larger 
attendance. The time is not opportune 
for university extensions^ : 

Condemns Hillside School 
Jlr. McNeill suggested that tho re, 
quest for the smaller sum of $70,000 
would . be granted by the r.-itopaycrs 
If a ten-room school were located in 
the northern portion of the city the 
Ijoard would be enabled to cloge "that 
disseminator ol disease" the ,tHiil.side 
school, and a site in perhaps tlie 
neighborhood of Fairfleld Road could 
be purchased to bo used vAen found 
necessary. In the meantimo" one of 
tile portable schools could be located 
ill tliat section of the city. 

Mr. McNeill quoted ligures to show 
that tho ratepayers of Victoria will 
this year bo called upon to meet an 
expenditure for local schools of $111,- 
000 outside that for extraordinary ex- 
penditures. He had no idea tbut 'such 
a largo amount would be required. 

t'halrmaii Jay called attention to the 
fact that part of thla amount would 
be met by the* government grant l)ut 
.Air. McNeill maintained that oven so 
till! expense was e.Nc6ediiigly heavy. 

Trustee Blddell expressed liim.^elf 
in favor of Chairman Jay's suggestion 
that a now high school should bo 
erected, but ho felt that there was 
no doubt that tje ratepayers would 
not feel called upon to supply llie 
necessary funds for at least two years 
yet. Btit Increased 'school accommo- 
dation is imperative. The Hillside 
school is a dlsgi'ace, and a new ten- 
room school In that locality Is urgently 
needed. At no distant date a school 
will bo required In tho southern jior- 
tion of the city and the site for sucli 
could be secured now. ^ 

Favors Smaller Amount 
'Prustoe Hi.shoj) was also in favor of 
the smaller amount being raised. Tliere 
must soon be pro\'ision made for ac- 
commodation ill tho Hillside section 
nnd tile sooner tlie present school is 
closed till.} belter. 

'rriisl(^e Cliri.stie al.so favored Triidteo 
McNeills iirojiosition, which on a vote 
being talieii, was carried and the city 
council will be .-isked to submit tlie 
by)aw for $70,ooo.

by Chairman Jay's report that owing 
to complaints received from the par- 
ents of children attShtling the Rook 
Bay school, In whds6 scribblers Inde- 
cent pictures had ^efenl.fouij.d,. an in- 
vestigation had been .made, by Trustee! 
Staneland and hiifiself and Chan 
Wcun Klnp, a Chlncfse boy, of about 
16 years of ' age, hid' been temporary 
suspended. Tlie boy, With others of 
his same race, are much' too large 
to be in the same classrooms witli 
children of very tender years. The 
board adopted the report of the chair- 
man and the siisi)onslon of the olfend- 
ing Chinese boy was made permanent. 

Trustee Staneland suggested that 
the time has about arrived when the 
Rock Bay school should bo used solely 
for Chlneso scholar.". At pre.-^ent 
there are about twenty-four children 
there, six are well over sixteen years 
of age, and it was most unwise to 
allow of tho big boys being in rooms 
with the smaller children. 

Will Press Matters 

This matter will bo brought to tlic 
fore at the next meeting of the board 
when a resolution will be 'submitted by 
Trustee Bishop asking that a com- 
mltteo be appointed to consider tho 
udvl.sabillty of establishing a separate 
scliool for aliens. 

Trustee Christie called attention to 
tho dirty condition pf the North Ward 
school which he stated is a disgrace 
as a public institution, and Tnisteo 
McNeill commented upon tlic dirty 
condition of the Hlll.sldo school, the. 
corridors and basement of which are 
dirty and a. largo number qf wliulow.s 
smaslieil. 

Tlic buildings and grounds commit- 
tee will tuko up tiie question of thi^

Found guilty of stealing a gold 
watch nnd chain, tho property of lid- 
ward Belanger, while the latter was 
asleep in the Palace Bar, Albred Mason 
and James Payne were yesterday each 
sentenced to serve three years in tho 
penitentiary by Maf,'lstrate Jay. Tho 
.stolen property is valued at 5350 and 
was purloined on tho afternoon of 
March 18. 

Mason and Payne had an opportun- 
ity of telling their 0W!i story in ans- 
wer to tlio evidence submitted by tlie 
prosecution on Thursday. Tlie pris- 
oners, together with two friends, "Wal- 
ter Cooper and Edward Hood gave evi- 
dence. Hood and Cooper stated that 
thoy had seen Payne in tlio Palace 
saloon on the afternoon of tho robbery 
as well as BPlungoi-, whom the bar. 
tender had a-efused to serve with 
drinks. Belanger was asleep in a 
chair. Mason was also in tho bar but 
neither Cooper nor Hood had seen tho 
robbery nor had tbey, seen Mason pass 
anything to Payhe. The three loft tho 
bar some tUne after. 4 o'clock arid 
went through Chinatown towards tl\.e 
Princess salbon, Bayno being with 
them all tho' time except" for. a few 
minutes, but he rejoined them before 
£hey arrived at the Princess. This 
statement of Hood's was contradicted 
by Payne, who denied. that ho had left 
the Palace saloon with Hood and Coo- 
per. It was Mason who did so. Payne 
said he had had several drinks in tho 
Palace, and Belanger had tried to talk 
to him, but ho (Payne) did not want 
anything to do w:'h him. Belanger 
had accused another man in tlio bar 
of having robbed him of his watch, 
though ho did not know it was Mason 
who was so accused, lie immediately 
loft the saloon when tho row started 
as he did not wls.h to become mixed up 
In any trouble. , 

Mason declared that Belanger had 
grabbed him and accused him of tak- 
ing tho watch.. .He ihad been searched 
by tho proprletor"'Of the saloon and 
later had biien ciuestlAhcd by Detec- 
tive Palmot". , That night he went over 
to Vancouver where Jio was arrested 
the next day. ilasoi^'s story in several 
details was. too patently untrue to al- 
\ovr of -any oreden^'^ , Steins , placed In^ 
it, :and the . magistrato did < not take 
long to show the prisoners what he 
considered of ' tholr-' re'spbctlve stories. 
Both we're convicted' and sentenced.

WIRELESS INSTALLATION 
DEL AYED ON LINERS 

Japanese Steamers Will Not Be Equip- 
ped With Apparatus for Four 
Months 



Some delay has been cau.-cd in the 
Installation of the wireless telegraphic 
apparatus on board the Japanese liners 
In the trans-Pacillc trade, according to 
advices deceived yesterday. It was 
expected that the next Inward steam- 
er, the Akl Maru, due on Tuesday, 
would have been able to herald her 
coming far at sea with new apparatus, 
but the delay has resulted in the work 
of Installation being put off and the 
steamer will probably malcc one more 
trip before she is equipped. 

Tho work will l)o .started in Jnh- on 
tho Nippon Yuseii Kai.sha steamers. 
The new liner Tenyo Maru of tho Toyo 
Klsen Kaisha which starts for San 
Francisco in June has been equipped 
with wireless and will bo the nrat of 
tljo steamers plyipg across tho Pacific, 
other than transports, to bo equipped 
with wireless telegraphy. . The trans- 
PaeiAc services will be the first to re- 
ceive wireless telegraphic apparatus, 
and the Eluropean, (Australian and In- 
dian linets under the Japanese flag 
will be afterward equipped.

WALTER WALKER TELLS 
OF BUILDING ALEXANDER 

Yossel to Be Again, Made a 
Steamer Only Craft Built 
at Skeena River: Port > , 



"Walter AValkcr, tho well known 
measurer of shipping, who was one 
of the men engaged in the construc- 
tion of tlio steamer Alexander, now to 
again b(! converted Into a steamer, 
spoke interestingly yesterday of the 
construction of tho lil.storlc vessel, 
whicli was tlio only <Ieep-water craft 
built in tho Skeena river. Ho said 
the old sldewlieel stetimor Alexander, 
built at Port Esslngton In 1870 by the 
JlcAlUster Bros., was one of tlie best 
known of tlte early-day steamers of 
Victoria iind iJritish Columbia, being 
second only to tlie l^eaver in this re- 
spect. Air. "Walker formed one of a 
party wlilc'u left Victoria in tho spring 
of ISTi; on board the lliidson's Bay 
company's steamer Otter. J. MpAllis- 
ter and A. Watson, .Sr., who still has 
the plans of the old. vcsagl,. Bflso went 
on the Otter, whlph.^was on rier,regular 
voyage to Wrarigel.^Prlnce Rupert and 
way ports. On arrival oft tho mouth 
of tho Skeena river a small " schooner 
brought out by Mr. "Woodcock met.'tho 
Otter and' '.transf erred the. party •' to 
Port Esslngtoni th'eh a meiasro village 
at the^ junction of tho Huxtall %na 
Skeena;^ rivers.' Wllllain Noill, who 
accompanied the party, went north to 
locate tho site of the Inverness can- 
nery. 

Port Esslngton was soon a hive of 
Industry following the arrival of tho 
builders. Temporary,- quarters wore 
built, a sawmill erected and JIcAllIs- 
ter organized .a baiiid of Indians to get 
timber from the woods. "U'hllc it may 
bo considered strahgo with the great 
forests - of Douglas fir on Vancouver 
Island that the builders considered it 
necessary to go so far north to build 
the vessel it Is pointed out tliat their 
Idea was that by using tho yellow ce- 
dar and cyijress which grew on tho 
sldehlUa near Port Essington they 
would be able to build a vessel which 
would defy incipient rot. This belief 
was founded upon their observation 
of Russian vessels constructed during 
the occupancy of Ahiska by Russia. 
The cypress growing in tho north ^-fpl- 
lows suclii curves as are Strikingly 
useful for shipbuilding. _ 
trpMe'iBJvalrjf. 

>lr.A*VVa:iker""riaj%rP<>rt*!EssIngton at 
thi.-3 time had two "stores, , 'one belong- 
ing to'"thc Hudson's Bay conjpany and 
kept by a Mr. Feck, , the other by 
Uobei-t, Cunningham, .since -Uleccased, 
and a spirited trade rivalry was main- 
tained. Mr. Cunningham secured , a 
hotel license, and this secured for him 
the bulk of tho builder.s' trade. La- 
bor was secured from the local Indian 
village and from .Aletlakatlah, at that 
time flourishing under the guidance 
■of Kev. W. Duncan, who afterward, 
after a quarrel with tho church au- 
thorities, moved, followed by a large 
proportion of his Indians to Annette 
Island, where New Aletlakatlah was 
founded. Ho bad a remark-able con- 
trol over the Inditms. 

One incident showed tlie control of 
tlio missionary. It was found neces- 
sary in order to get through w.lth tho 
work before winter to work on Sun- 
days, and also to run tho sawmill on 
that day. No Indians could lie found 
to work on tiiat day, however; al- 
though they wer<! always willing to 
work ovin-tlme at nlglit. One, night 
after cpiitting work a lire took jilace 
in the mill which burniHl the linlsliiiig 
lumber, workmen's tools, and mneh iit 
the steamer's outfit, wliicli had been 
brought from Victoria ))y the ste.-mior 
Grappler, iiflcrward Imriicd. Blank- 
ets were brought from tlie stores and 
IilaccHl soaking on the steamer's side, 
while whito men and Indians rushed 
))erKj)lringly carrying buckets of vla.- 
ter to keep tho.stcamoi' wet. They 
were successful in saving the vessel. 
tJno old squaw all the while she car- 
ried water kept exotatmlng "Halo 
kloosli mammock Sunaay," Intormlt- 
ently with curses in the Indian tongue. 
She explained that tlie curse of the 
.ureat spirit .Jiad been upon tho mill 
and it had caught Are in consequence 
because the workmen toiled on Sun- 
day. But she never 'stopped her hur- 
rli d work to carry water, to aid ' in 
lighting tlio lire.

Alli'!- launching tlie Alexander, 
wliich was elirlstened in duo form, 
and while awaiting the coming of the 
stean-KM- Otter of the Hudson's Bay 
comijan.v to tow her to Victoria, Cai)t. 
William Moore's sternwheoler Gertrude 
calli-d in tho Klceena on her w;iy to 
\'icti)i-ia, Slie had been In contact 
with llie rock.-j and came to patch her 
bow.-^. There was a dance party on 
board on tlieir wiiy to Seattle, and 
.-liter landing at Cunningham's bar 
they made things lively. They called 
out the dances In the old-fashioned 
style, iind the llddlor sat up on a high 
chair in the old time fashion. It was 
a Jolly party. One of their songs had 
a chorus "And A^e'll all skedaddle y;to 
Seattle." "There was an acrobat in 
tho party, and it was* very amusing 
afterwards to watch the' Indians ' in 
their lodges desorlbing the antics '^ct 
the. gymnast. The CSertrudo, left - in 
tlie eafly morntng.e after the danco, 
with Billy ..Madden as pilot. 

After, the arrlv(il of tho Otter the 
Alexander was taken In tow and 
brought to "Victoria, having a ' rough 
trip down, though without mishaps. 
Tlio muchlnery was Installed by an 
expert, and tho steamer went Into tho 
towing business in charge of the late 
Capt. Rudlln, for so long In eomnitind 
of the Charmer ;;nd otlnu- C. f. 11. 
steamers. Capt. Uudlln left the old 
lieaver to take command, Although 
a very jjowerful tug tho Alexander 
IH'oved a lliianclal i'nlluro, as she was 
a most o.Kpeuslve boat, a great coal 
burner and lier boilers gave a good 
de!il oi: Ironlile. Cai)t. J. D. "Warren 
was for a Umg time in command. 

I'lie .-Mexander's expenses (i.xhanst- 
ed Mc.\lll«ter's wealth and he disposeii 
of the vessel, wli'eh had bocoinu local- 
ly known as "McAllister's I'''olIy." 
Capt. AVtirrcm sold her for Jlfj.OOO to 
It. Ounsniuir i*; Soni--, who ojieriitpd 
her in 'cdiarge of the late -Capt, Urqu- 
inii't.

It seoms that In order to bring live 
stock from Mexican piu'ts it is neces- 
sary to secure a permit from the coni- 
niisslonor of customs at Ottawa. The 
prospective owners eagerly offered 
any duty the customs officials might 
levy. The anlm.als were not vtiluabli 
— tiiey cost U'ss than .^•'"i a pair In Mexi- 
oc. 'fhe officials were adamant. Tlu 
law was that no llvosloek' could be ini- 
portod from Klexico without a permit 
from the commissionOP- of custom ,s at 
Ottawa, and that permit was not forth- 
coming. They yi^ro ordered returned 

Rather than carry"" the donkeys back 
to Mexico It was decided to drop them 
overboard.
